EFFECTS OF NOTED BATTLES 


Prahablt Remits If Oirtcom* Hid 


Different, Explained In Bock by 


English WriUr Year* Ago. 


About 00 years ago an English 


writer. Sir Edward Creasy, published a 
book wblch he called "The Fifteen De- 
cisive Battles of the World." His pur- 
pose was to describe those great mili- 
tary events which have bad the great- 
est influence npon human history. 


Each 
battle described, had It re- 


mlted differently, would hive com- 
pletely changed the course of civiliza- 
tion, etys the World's Work. Had 
Charles Martel not hsve won the bat- 
tle of Tours, for examole, the whole of 
Europe, and that means also North 
and South America, would very likely 
have become Mohammedan in religion. 
"Perhaps the Interpretation of the 
Koran," says Glbboa, describing the 
consequences of this battle, "would 
now be taught in "the schools of Ox- 
ford and her pupils might demonstrate 
to the English people the truth of the 
revelation of Mohamet" 
. Ten of Creasy's epochal battles h»ve 
been fought since the beginning of the 
Christian era. . Four of them -represent 
victories which were won on French 
soil—the battle of Chalons, A. D. 451; 
the battle of Tours, 732; Joan of Arc's 
victory at Orleans, 1429, and* the battle 
of Valmy, In 1792. Another was a 
great French victory won on English 
soil—the battle of Hastings in 1066. 
Two others—the battle of Blenheim, 
In 1T04, and the "battle of Waterloo in 
1815—were great French defeat*. It 
appears, therefore, that of the ten 
moat decisive battles fought In the 
Christian era five were great French 
victories and two were French defeats. 
No other nation has any such military 
history as this. This mere, record In- 
dicates the part which France has 
played in advancing civilization. So 
far as Europe Is concerned the great- 
est events In modern history have 
taken place on French soil. At -this 
time, when "the democratic 
nations 


have joined hand» to deliver France 
from the cowardly attack which Ger- 
many has made upon her, it Is well to 
keep tMs fact In mind. 


Council of National Dtfww*. 


The Conndl of National Defense 


' was created under an act of congress 
passed August 29, 1910, and the same 
act provided for the 'Creation of an 
advisory commission of seven to act 
with,, under and by the authority of 
the council. By the terms of the act 
thU council, with the "co-ordination o£ 
Industries and resources for the na- 
tional security and welfare," and with 
the "creation of relations which will 
render possl

immediate concentration and TztUlza- 
tlon of tho resources of the nation." 
The main body, or central cdundl of 
defense at Washington, consists of the 
secretaries of war, navy, interior, ag- 
riculture, commerce and labor.

advisory commission consists of rail- 
road presidents, financiers, manufac- 
turers, educators and specialists In 
particular lines. The board acts as a 
clearing house for the war industry 
needs of .the nation with authority to 
determine the most effective ways of 
meeting them, and the best means and 
methods^ of Increasing production, in- 
cluding the creation or extension of 
Industries demanded by the emer- 
gency; the relative urgency of the dif- 
ferent needs, also considering price 
factors, industrial and, labor aspects 
and conditions affecting food supplies 
and prices. The authority of the coun- 
cil Is nation wide.

The fatality lists were com- 
piled, by Dr. Eobert E. Coughlln, fl 
prominent New York medical man, and 
ivere gathered carefully and compiled 
from year to year. They embrace base- 
ball, football, boxing, "rowing, automo- 
bile radaff,-tennis, golf, bowling, aTin- 
tion. walklnc, running, horse racing 
and every -branch of sport In which 
there Is a lively Interest. 


Best Safeguard. 


In discussing the features of his 


compilations. Doctor Coughlin made 
the point that the best eafeirnard 
against Injuries ID any branch of sports 
Is perfect physical condltfoB, and urged 
that those who go In for sports of any 
kind should make themselves physical- 
ly fit before. Indulging liberally in their 
faTorttfi pdstime..

Interesting Figures. 


The figures complied, however, are 


by far, the most Interesting to the av- 
erage reader. They show that in ten

fatalities Ln any other sport branch. 
Football comes second with 215 deaths 
while automobile racing, long consid- 
ered little better than suicide, is third 
with 114. Boxing, one of the most con- 
! demnod , of the so-caltcd dangerous 
sports, Is fourth, with 105 fatalities. 
' The cycling game has resulted in 
Die death of 77 riders within ten years' 
time, while horse racing comes stcrii 
on the list, with a total of 54, and 
wrestling seventh with. 15. One would 
hardly expect to see the mild old game 
of golf In this'list, but according to 
Doctor Coughlin. no less than 14 golf- 
ers have met death on the links. This 
Is within one of the total football fa- 
talities for 181R, when 15 players lost 
tflejr lives, so-It Is-possible to figure 
that footbull Is just about ten times 
us 'dangerous as golf. 
-
